Abraham and Sarah had liv ed 
together sixty-two years.

wedding and their golden wedding, and now 
that Sarah was dead there was great sad­ 
ness. 
As the preacher aroee to speak a slide of 
melting snow on the roof caused some con­ 
sternation, but Mr. -Talmago quieted all 
fears by explaining the causo and folating 
how his congregation, when they worshipped 
in the Academy of Music, were greatly 
alarmed by a similar cause some years ago. 
Genesis xxiv , 03: “And Isaac went out 
to meditate in the field at the ev entide:
